Loxpon, Oct. 14 —|New York Herald
Cable—Spreial to Tue Bee]--A report re-
contly went the rounds of the pross to the
effect that tho wellknown gun  makers,
Messrs, Kropp, at Fsain, In Germany, have
on board siilp at Hamburg for the fortifioas
tions of Cronstadt a mounster piece of ord-
nance weighing 230 tons.  The leagth of this
gun Is said to be 40 feet, ita calibre L)y
inches snd dinmoeter 04 foot, while we are
furttier told that ita rangs 18 cleven miles
and that n four feor long projectile, woigh-
fng 1,400 pounds, was red from b with 700
pounds of powder and pencteated 1Utg inches
of armor. In the first vlaco there 18 no 2156
ton gun in existenco. In thoe second, whon
there is we may expect from it better results
than have been attaingd by ita predecessor.
Kruge's lurgest wun is saud to weigh 150 tons,
1tis not quite 45 feet long, and with 1,223
pounds of powaer can throw o projectile of
3,500 pounds through sixty inclies of wronght
won. The same Brm bas also manufactured or
desigoed guns of 130 and 110 tons, tho latter

An Important Body Ian Consullation
at Philadeiphin,

Pritaperriis, Ot 34<One of tho most
important lubor confergnces held for o long
time convened to.day in this oity. It com-
prises the presiding officers ana general
exccutive boards of the Knights of Labor
atid the American Foldepation of Labor., All
were present except Powderly, who will be
here before the conference ooncludes, They
will eonsider the elght-hour movement, The
federation wants the Koights to join in
goenoral demand for a shorter working day,
while it {s sald Powderly weuid like to have
aotion aaferred until after the session of the
peneral assembly next month.

The present condition of the eight hour
movement received full discussion. The
Knmights representatives stated  that the
exocutive board could do nothing until the
meoting of the general asscmbly, when the
local assamblies, which have been advised
of the matter, will take action.

The reprosnntatives of foederation sald
that letters Lud been sent Lo reprasantative
maon seeking “heir opinlon on the sublect,
nnd the replies were pearly all favorable,
The Knizhts nereed promptly to advise the
federation of its actlon in general assombly,

The relations of the $wo orders wero then
discusapd with a view to harmonlzing thoeir
interests und preventing further disagroo-
ments,  The knighta proposcd o mutoul oxe-
change of working cards, mutonl recognition
of trade labels and the adoption of a rule to
prevent one body from roceguizing suspends
od or expelled membors in the other,

The federation propesed that the knlights
discourage tha formation of trade organizn-
tions within the order, tho promise being
thot the federation wotld urge membera of
unions to connect themselves with mixed
